Ivanka Arar still can’t believe her 
close friend Chantel Robertson’s 
lifeless body was pulled from a 
hole dug in a 
southside backyard 
Monday night.

“It makes me sad 
to wonder what was 
going through her 
mind when it was 
happening to her,” Arar said. 
“Chantel never deserved what she 
got. She had her own lifestyle, but 
it didn’t make her a bad person.” 

Robertson worked as an escort. 


“It didn’t really sit well knowing how they left 
her. I don’t think anyone deserves to be buried 
in the ground in an indecent way.” 

Ivanka Arar, victim's friend 


and was last seen at 2:30 a.m. Satur¬ 
day, when she was dropped off at a 
client’s home on 100 Avenue near 
99 Street. When she didn’t show up 
for a waiting driver from her escort 
agency, family and friends combed 
the neighbourhood looking for 
signs of the missing 20-year-old. 

“The call came, her phone was 
shut off, and it sent out red flags. 
They banged on the door of the 
house, and the guy said she left al¬ 
ready,” said prostitution advocate 


Cat Strachan. 

After two days, police formd 
Robertson’s body buried in the back¬ 
yard. Matthew Todd Barrett, 24, has 
been charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der and offering indignity to a body. 

“It didn’t really sit well knowing 
how they left her. I don’t think 
anyone deserves to be buried in 
the ground in an indecent way. 
They found her beside the garage, 
and she was there for two to three 
days.” Arar said. 


Arar remembers her friend as 
bright, caring. Though Robertson 
was elusive with friends about her 
job, Arar said she’s certain she 
wasn’t a drug user. 

“They say 99.9 per cent of es¬ 
corts use drugs, but she was in 
that 0.1 percentile.” 

Dennis Thompson lives across 
the alley from the yard where 
Robertson’s body was discovered. 
He said he often saw Barrett in the 
alley working on cars. 

“They used to have girls around 
the house, but I never saw escorts 
or an54hing out of the ordinaiy 
until now,” he said. 

Strachan said Barrett called an¬ 
other escort to the house the week¬ 
end before.

The province’s leading 
resource for solving the mur¬ 
ders of missing prostitutes 
could be expanding its opera¬ 
tion. 

Project RARE Superintend¬ 
ent Mike Sekela said last week 
that he hopes to one day col¬ 
lect data from people that suf¬ 
fer from mental disabilities, 
and make it a national 
missing persons registiy. 

“It would be nice to create a 
Canada-wide database,” said 
RCMP spokesman Craig

Six convicts hurt 
in prison riot 

Six convicts were rushed 
to the emergency room af¬ 
ter violence erupted at Ed¬ 
monton’s maximum-secu¬ 
rity prison yesterday. 

Police and paramedics 
arrived at “The Max” 
about 3 p.m. 

Five of the victims were 
stabbed, while one victim 
was both stabbed and 
shot. 

No guards were injured 
in the incident. 

It’s not yet known just 
what happened, but the 
investigation is continu¬ 
ing.

The seemingly endless bat¬ 
tle over the remains of a 
slain Alberta Mountie con¬ 
tinued this weekend after 
ads were placed in several 
western Canadian newspa¬ 
pers. 

A Metis group placed ads 
in newspapers in Calgary 
and Regina an effort to 
convince the widow of the 
Mountie to not move the 
body to an RCMP cemeteiy. 

In the ad the group, the 
Metis National Council, 
says Const. Leo Johnston is 


a role model for children 
in Lac La Biche, where is he 
buried now, and that the 
Metis nation takes comfort 
knowing his spirit is at rest 
near the homeland of his 
people. 

Johnston was one of four 
RCMP officers killed by 
James Roszcko in May- 
erthorpe, in March 2005. 

He was buried in his 
hometown of Lac La Biche, 
225 km northeast of Ed¬ 
monton, but his widow, 
Kelly Johnston, wants to 


see him moved to the 
RCMP cemeteiy in 
Saskatchewan. 

Recently the Alberta 
Court of Appeal upheld a 
ruling supporting the wid¬ 
ow’s plan to choose where 
Johnston’s body may lay. 

Kelly Johnston said that 
the RCMP graveyard in 
Regina would be the best 
way to honour him, 
though the parents would 
prefer his body stay in its 
original grave.

60 kids ill after drinking tainted water 


More than 60 children fell 
ill after drinking water 
that may have been delib¬ 
erately poisoned at a pri¬ 
mary school in southern 
China, state media report¬ 
ed yesterday.

The water in the school’s 
storage tank smelled of 
pesticide and police 
found an empty bottle 
that they suspected 
of containing the 
poison, Xinhua 


said. 

While the investigation 
is continuing, local educa¬ 
tion officials have already 
accused the school of mis¬ 
management, it added.

The “spiritual” ef¬ 
fects of psilocybin from so- 
called sacred mushrooms 
last for more than a year 
and may offer a way to 
help patients with fatal 
diseases or addictions, U.S. 
researchers reported yes¬ 
terday. 

The researchers also said 
their findings show there 
are safe ways to test 
psychoactive drugs on 
willing volunteers, if 
guidelines are followed. 

In 2006, Roland 
Griffiths of Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, 
Maiyland, and colleagues 
gave psilocybin to 36 vol¬ 
unteers and asked them 
how it felt. Most reported 
having a “mystical" or 
“spiritual” experience and 
rated it positively.

Former Hamburg sena¬ 
tor Roger Kusch, a promi¬ 
nent right to die campaign¬ 
er, has said he advised the 
healthy pensioner on how 
to prepare a lethal cocktail 
of sedatives and malaria 
drugs which would kill her 
and left her flat shortly be¬ 


fore she died. 

Kusch filmed nine hours 
of conversations with Betti- 
na Schardt, who said she 
dreaded being taken to a 
home for the elderly. Howev¬ 
er, she did not have a termi¬ 
nal illness and said: “I can’t 
say that I am suffering.” 

The subject of euthana¬ 
sia is particularly sensitive 
in Germany due to the 
Nazis who some historians 
estimate killed more than 
100,000 mentally handi¬ 
capped or incurably ill peo¬ 
ple between 1940 and 
1945.

Russian forces fought 
two wars against sepa¬ 
ratists in Chechnya in 
which both sides killed 
and tortured civilians.

Devastating injuries? 

Some of Canada's brightest medal hopes may not make it to Games 


Gymnast Kyle Shewfelt fractured his tibiae nine months ago. 

But injuries can also 
forge champions, he notes. 

For example, eight weeks 
before the 1992 games, 
rower Silken Laumann was 
injured when a motorboat 
collided with her boat. 

Eveiyone thought she’d 
miss the games, but Lau¬ 
mann rebounded to win a 
bronze medal. 

“That was a heroic per¬ 
formance,” said Russell. 

“That kind of thing can, 
and does, happen.” 

Competing in the 
Olympics is pressure 
enough without woriying 
about injuiy, former S 5 m- 
chronized swimmer Car¬ 
olyn Waldo said. 

Waldo became the first 
Canadian female to win 
two gold medals at one 
Ol 5 nnpics games in 1988. 

And while Waldo, now a 
CTV Ottawa sportscaster, 
was never injured, the 



prospect alone was her 
biggest fear, she said. 

“I didn’t do an 5 fthing 
that would risk injuiy,” she 
said. 

Although she calls the 
injuries to current athletes 
“heart-wrenching,” Waldo 
thinks Canada will do well 
this summer. 

Shewfelt — whose 2004 
Olympic gold medal for 
fioor was the first medal 
ever won by a Canadian in 
an artistic g 5 mmastics 
event — fractured both tib¬ 
iae about nine months ago. 
But he recently won the 
vault competition and 
placed second in fioor ex¬ 
ercise at the Canadian 
Ol 5 mipic Team trials. 

“ft looks like he’ll be 
able to make a contribu¬ 
tion,” said Russell. 

The world champ at the 
one- and three-metre 
springboard from 2005 to

2007, Despatie fractured his 
right foot in April, but Rus¬ 
sell said he’s “guessing he’ll 
be able to show the fitness.” 

The injured athlete who 
remains questionable is Fe¬ 
licien, who hurt her foot 
while training in Februaiy. 


“She hasn’t said much 
about it, and there’s a lot 
of speculation about 
whether Perdita is able to 
do this,” Russell said. 
“She’s the one that’s creat¬ 
ing a buzz in the Ol 5 mipic 
community.”

Injury and recovery are a 
part of every athlete's life. 
But when you're an 
athlete gunning for gold 
at the Olympics, the stakes 
are high when injury 
strikes. 

With the Beijing Summer 
Games fast approaching, 
some of Canada’s brightest 
medal hopes — hurdler 
Perdita Felicien, diver 
Alexandre Despatie and 
gymnast Kyle Shewfelt, for 
example — are recuperat¬ 
ing from recent injuries. 

It remains to be seen if 
they can recover in time, 
the athlete-watchers say.

Completely reworked for 
2009 , Subaru has steered 
the Forester from the ‘tall 
wagon on stilts' formula 
of the first and second 
generations to a more 
generic ‘Japanese Cute- 
Ute' styling instead. 

The new Forester is 
longer, taller and wider 
than before, all in an effort 
to maximize interior space 
— one of its predecessor’s 
drawbacks. 

The wheelbase grows by 
90 mm, all of it directed at 
enhancing rear seat com¬ 
fort. 

Other notable changes 
include adopting a modi¬ 
fied version of the suspen¬ 
sion underpinning Sub¬ 
aru’s Impreza model, but 
with generous ground 
clearance still a key attrib¬ 
ute. 

Powerwise, the latest 
Forester still offers two ver¬ 
sions of the 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder ‘boxer’ engine.

ceilings. Guests sit on toi¬ 
lets (seats down boys) and 
eat over sink-style tables. 

Actual dishes take the 
form of toilet bowls, while 
cups look like mini 
urinals.

Director Peter Berg’s (Fri¬ 
day Night Lights) super¬ 
hero drama might stand 
out if it wasn’t released in 
this, the summer of the an¬ 
ti-hero.

cally corruptible charac¬
